A REVIEW  OF 
LADY  GODIVA 
TOKENS 

by  Val  De  Carlo 


The  Provincial  Token  Coinage  of  the  Eighteenth  Century  by  Dalton  and 
Hamer  is  the  authority  on  English  tokens  of  this  time  period.  One 
small  group  of  tokens,  listed  in  the  many  pages  of  the  book,  is  The 
Lady  Godiva  tokens  from  Warwickshire.  These  tokens  were  made  in  four 
different  years  (1792,  1793;  1794  and  1795)-  The  authors  started  the 
listing  with  No.  231,  of  the  Warwickshire,  Coventry  series  (page  285), 
and  run  consecutively  to  number  253*  A jump  is  made  to  the  Nuneaton 
area,  and  the  series  ends  with  numbers  318  and  319*  A total  of 
twenty-five  numbers  is  assigned  to  the  series.  With  the  numbered  sub- 
divisions (a, b,c, etc.)  fifty-two  different  tokens  of  this  series  are 
listed  in  the  book. 


In  the  following  article  I will  attempt  to  point  out  other  differences 
not  noted  by  Dalton  and  Hamer.  Unfortunately,  I do  not  own,  nor  have 
I seen,  all  fifty- two  tokens.  In  still  other  cases  I have  not  seen 
enough  of  a particular  token  to  come  to  any  conclusion. 

The  obverse  of  all  these  tokens  is  the  same,  but  the  reverse  has 
five  complete  changes.  The  series  begins  in  1792  with  No.  231* 


No.  231  - Obverse:  Lady  Godiva  on  horseback.  Legend  is  PRO  BONO 

PUBLICO,  and  at  the  end  of  the  legend  is  a triangu 
lar  dot  that  nearly  touches  the  horse's  tail,  and 
the  date  1792* 


Reverse:  Elephant  and  Castle  (the  arms  of  the  city).  The 

legend  is  COVENTRY  HALFPENNY. 

Edge:  PAYABLE  AT  THE  WAREHOUSE  OF  ROBERT  REYNOLDS  & 

CO. 


This  is  the  description  as  given  by  Dalton  and  Hamer.  Close 
examination  brings  to  light  eight  different  variations  of 
no.  231*  Starting  with  the  obverse  legend,  PRO  BONO  PUBLICO 
the  letters  are  formed  with  two  different  styles  of  letter- 
ing. A very  straight  style  of  letter  and  a fancy  sytle  of 
letter  form  the  serifs  of  this  legend.  The  horse's  tail  in 
relationship  to  the  leg  of  the  horse  is  found  in  three  dif- 
ferent positions.  The  tail  touches  the  leg;  the  tail  is 
clear  of  the  leg,  and  the  tail  is  quite  far  from  the  leg. 


On  the  reverse  side  the  legend  COVENTRY  HALFPENNY  is  also 
found  with  the  two  styles  of  letters,  straight  or  fancy. 
The  top  of  the  castle,  left  hand  side  turret  section

If  your 
token  is  noticeably  smaller  than  its  counterparts,  perhaps 
it  was  altered.

This  is  the  only  token,  of  those  issued  in  1792,  that  does 
not  have  a dot  after  either  the  obverse  or  reverse  legends.

The  size  of  no.  237  varies,  and  may  be  found  as  small  as 
27  mm.  and  as  large  as  30.5mm.  One  token  shows  a die  break 
by  the  horse's  leg  and  by  the  rim,  but  it  is  not  constant 
in  all  of  these  tokens.  The  letters  on  both  the  obverse 
and  the  reverse  are  found  with  both  straight  and  fancy 
serifs. 

The  reverse  of  one  token,  with  fancy  serifs,  finds  parts 
of  the  letters  missing.  The  0 and  R of  COVENTRY  are  both 
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open  at  the  top.  The  V,  E,  N and  Y of  COVENTRY  have  the 
tops  of  the  letters  missing.  These  missing  letters  are 
also  not  constant  on  all  tokens. 

The  edge  can  be  read  with  either  the  obverse  or  the  re- 
verse up.  One  edge  legend  finds  the  S of  REYNOLDS  missing, 
and  also  CO.  missing.  A large  gap  is  found  between 
WAREHOUSE  and  OF  and  PAYABLE  is  also  missing.  The  legend 
reads:  AT  THE  WAREHOUSE  (gap)  OF  ROBERT  REYNOLD.  Another 

edge  legend  is  found  complete,  but  three  XXX 's  are  found 
on  this  token  after  CO. 


The  tokens  issued  in  1792  end  with  No.  237*  Eleven  tokens  make  up  the 
series  as  listed  by  Dalton  and  Hamer.  By  adding  the  variations  I 
noted  the  number  is  greatly  increased. 


The  obverse  and  reverse  of  the  tokens  of  1793  are  basically  the  same 
as  those  of  1792*  However  there  is  a greater  variety  of  edge  legends 
in  1793-  Several  of  the  tokens  listed  by  Dalton  and  Hamer  were  never 
seen  by  the  authors,  but  were  listed  since  an  early  compiler  had 
listed  them.  The  unseen  tokens  are:  238a,  24l,  24la,  24lb,  244b  and 

250b.  I also  have  not  seen  any  of  these  and  if  anyone  reading  this 
article  has  one,  I would  appreciate  hearing  from  you.

Dalton  and  Hamer  state  that  in  this  variety  the  N and  Y of 
the  reverse  legend  both  come  near  the  tail  of  the  horse. 

In  the  tokens  I have  seen  only  the  last  letter  (y)  comes 
near  the  tail  of  the  horse.  The  description  given  for  no. 
242  fits  the  reverse  of  the  tokens  I have  seen,  but  this 
edge  legend  is  not  listed  under  the  varieties  given  for 
no.  242.  Technically,  this  token  should  be  listed  under 
no.  242,  and  the  new  edge  legend  should  be  added. 

The  edge  legend  can  be  read  with  either  the  obverse  or 
reverse  up.  In  one  example  the  E of  CRONEBANE  and  the  X 
that  follows  were  struck  one  on  top  of  the  other  and  both 
are  clearly  discemable.  On  another  token  I have  found 
CRONEBME  complete  as  it  should  be  but  after  the  X an 
additional  * has  been  added.

Some  interesting  varieties  occur  in  no.  249*  The  letters 
of  both  legends  have  serifs  made  of  straight  and  fancy 
lines.  I believe  that  those  tokens  found  with  the  straight 
serifs  are  much  scarcer  than  the  fancy  serifs.  In  fifteen 
pieces  examined  only  one  had  straight  serifs.  The  ear  of 
the  horse  offers  some  varieties.  One  variety  shows  a full 
strong  ear  which  may  or  may  not  touch  the  B of  BONO. 

Another  variety  finds  the  ear  of  the  horse  just  about  gone, 
and  quite  far  from  the  B of  BONO.  In  place  of  the  missing 
ear  a lump  is  found  on  the  face  of  the  horse.  A constant 
flaw  is  found  on  the  planchet  between  the  letters  N 0 of 
BONO. 

On  the  reverse,  the  flags  found  on  the  sides  of  the  tower 
are  strong  in  some  cases,  and  very  weak  (almost  missing)  in 
others. 

The  edge  legend  can  be  read  with  either  the  obverse  or 
reverse  up.

Die  variations  also  exist  between  numbers.  What  I call  the  modest 
variety  of  no  249,  shows  Lady  Godiva  trying  to  cover  up  and  her  hand 
is  placed  over  her  bust.  While  in  no.  231  she  throws  caution  to  the 
wind  and  her  hand  is  found  on  her  shoulder. 


The  shape  of  the  stop  after  the  obverse  legend  also  differs  from  one 
number  to  another.  In  no.  231  the  stop  appears  as  a small  Y,  in  no. 
2k9  it  appears  diamond  shape  and  in  still  other  numbers  it  appears 
as  a period.  Still  other  differences  can  be  shown,  and  perhaps  will 
be  in  another  article  in  the  future. 

From  the  outset  these  tokens  were  eagerly  sought  by  collectors,  and 
with  the  demand  came  the  opportunity  for  profit.  Dalton  and  Hamer 
caution  that  the  unscrupulous  over  the  years  have  altered  and 
changed  legends  to  give  rise  to  supposed  variations  and  unlisted 
legends.  One  way  to  alter  a legend  quickly  was  by  adding  one  or  more 
x or  / ' lines.  In  reality  these  are  of  course  counterfeits,  and 
some  authors  reject  these  pieces  or  have  a special  listing  for 
them. 


My  collection  consists  of  both  the  recognized  original  and  the  sup- 
posed counterfeit.  Since  the  altering  was  done  in  most  cases  over 
one  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago  and,  since  in  many  cases  the  differ- 
ence is  one  of  opinion  made  by  some  author  or  collector  many  years 
ago,  the  point  of  argument  is  useless. 

Enjoy  what  you  have  and  if  you  have  an  example  I do  not  list,  please 
let  me  know.

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20TH  CENTURY 
GOLD  COINS  OF 
JODHPUR  STATE

/ODHPUR,  A FORMER  INDIAN  NATIVE  STATE,  AI£0  CALLED  MARWAR,  WAS 
together  with  Jaipur  the  most  important  State  in  Rajputana. 

It  was  founded  in  1^59  by  Rao  Jodha,  after  whom  the  State  was 
named.  During  the  Mughal  supremacy  it  was  a province  of  the 
Empire.  The  political  independence  dates  from  about  1729  when  the 
dismemberment  of  Mughal  Empire  began.  During  the  late  l8th  century 
the  State  was  much  disturbed  by  internal  troubles  and  by  the  inroads 
of  the  Marathas.  In  1817  a treaty  was  negotiated  with  the  British 
East  India  Company.  In  19^7  it  merged  together  with  the  other  Indian 
Native  States  into  the  Indian  Republic. 


Coins  were  struck  at  various  mints  (Jodhpur,  Pali,  Sujat,  Nagore  and 
Merta)  in  the  name  of  the  Mughal  Emperor  until  1859  when  the  name  of 
Queen  Victoria  was  introduced  on  the  obverse.  On  the  reverse  the  name 
of  Maharaja  of  Jodhpur  was  inscribed.  From  then  onwards  this  type  of 
coin  continued  to  be  issued  by  Jodhpur  State. 


GOLD  COINS 

Contrary  to  the  coins  struck  in  silver  and  copper,  gold  coins  were 
struck  at  Jodhpur  mint  only.  The  metal  used  in  coining  the  gold  coins 
was  of  highest  purity.  The  weight  of  these  coins  is  169*9  grains 
(troy)  = 11.0  grams.  It  is  presumed  that  gold  coins  were  for  the  first 
time  struck  in  1781  A.D.  with  the  same  dies  which  were  used  for  the 
silver  coins  of  1781  A.D.,  but  afterwards  separate  dies  were  prepared 
for  minting  the  gold  coins. 


Further  according  to  the  need,  the  dies  prepared  for  striking  the 
Mohurs  (gold  coins)  were  also  used  for  striking  the  l/2,  l/b  and  l/8 
pieces  of  the  Mohur. 


The  gold  coins,  as  well  as  the  silver  and  copper  coins,  were  struck 
for  the  use  of  the  local  traders.  They  brought  their  own  gold,  silver 
or  copper  and  the  mint  master,  or  "Daroga",  after  testing  their  purity, 
converted  it  into  currency  and  realized  the  fixed  Royalty  and  charge 
for  the  labor.  In  19^5  6 annas  (l6  annas  = 1 rupee)  per  100  gold  coins 
was  charged  as  Royalty. 


In  1893  there  was  a large  depreciation  in  the  value  of  the  Native  State 
coins  because  of  the  withdrawing  of  the  right  of  free  coinage  which  was 
offered  by  the  Indian  Government  in  1876.  Due  to  this  depreciation 
most  of  the  Native  States  agreed  to  surrender  their  right  of  coinage 
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if  the  British  Government  purchased  their  coins  at  market  value.  Con- 
sequently, the  right  of  coinage  was  retained  by  Jodhpur  in  copper  only, 
but  as  will  be  evident,  from  the  already  published  coins  and  the  coins 
mentioned  in  this  article,  this  regulation  wasn't  observed  very  strict- 
ly- 


The  gold  coins  described  in  this  article  belong  to  the  period  of  1911 
to  1947  and  some  of  which  are,  so  far  as  I know,  not  published  before.

Sardar  Singh,  the  predecessor  of  Sumer  Singh,  did  not  die  until  1911* 
Geoi^e  V was  crowned  on  6th  of  May  1910,  and  Edward  VII  died  some 
months  before  this.  So,  when  this  coin  was  struck  when  Sumer  Singh 
became  ruler,  George  V would  have  been  King  for  about  a year.  As  theie 
is  no  question  regarding  the  names  on  the  coins,  one  can  only  assume

that  this  coin  is  a "muling"  or  that  at  the  time  of  Sumer  Singh's 
coronation  there  was  only  little  time  to  prepare  a complete  set  of 
new  dies,  and  as  such  only  the  die  with  the  local  rulers  name  was 
prepared.  This  last  reason  can  be  understood  when  one  knows  that  it 
was  a custom  on  such,  and  other,  occasions  to  present  "Nazar"  to  the 
King.  This  presentation  often  consisted  of  gold  coins,  and  it  will 
be  understandable  that  this  should  be  in  the  name  of  the  new  ruler. 


Surprisingly,  no  gold  coins  are  found  so  far  in  the  name  of  George  V/ 
J^umer  Singh,  which  would  be  more  expected.

This  last  coin  is,  I think,  the  most  curious  one  of  this  series  under 
discussion.  It  was  generally  thought  that  no  later  coins  were  struck 
by  Jodhpur  than  the  ones  struck  in  the  name  of  George  VI  and  Umaid 
Singh.  This  piece  shows  that  coins  were  also  struck  by  the  successor 
of  Umaid  Singh. 


The  following  information  was  kindly  provided  by  Shri  Jaswant  Singh, 
Private  Secretary  of  H.H.  of  Jodhpur: 

Maharaja  Umaid  Singh  died  on  6th  of  June  1947;  he  was  succeeded 
by  Maharaja  Hanwant  Singh  who  was  bom  on  l6th  of  June  1923  and 
who's  official  coronation  took  place  on  21st  of  June  1947* 
Hanwant  Singh  died  on  the  26th  of  January  1952  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Maharaja  Shri  Gaj  Singhji  Saheb  Bahadur  on  the  12th 
of  May  1952  as  titular  Maharaja  of  Jodhpur. 


On  the  15th  of  August  1947  India  became  independent  and  the  Native 
States  surrendered  their  right  to  the  central  government  and  merged 
into  the  Republic  of  India.  It  will  be  evident  from  the  above  dates 
that  Maharaja  Hanwant  Singh  as  a semi-independent  ruler  only  reigned 
from  21-6-1947  up  to  15-8-1947-  The  coin  struck  in  his  name  must 
have  been  struck  during  this  period  and  most  probably  on  the  eve  of 
his  coronation  so  that  they  could  be  used  as  "Nazar"  or  presentation 
money.  No  date  is  visible  on  the  coin,  but  if  it  would  be  dated  the 
date  should  be  above  "Shri  Mataji"  and  would  be  in  Persian  numerals 
and  dated  in  the  Samvat  era.  For  1947  A.D.  this  is  2004  S ( Y - f ...  ).

THE "UN”  COINS  OF 
KONITZ 


by  Dick  Upton 

Two  of  the  most  interesting  and  most  UNusual  coins  or  tokens  in  the 
German  "notgeld"  or  emergency  money  series  were  issued  by  and  circul- 
ated in  the  West  Prussian  city  of  Konitz. 

Konitz,  a city  of  approximately  30,000,  was  one  of  many  settlements 
founded  by  the  Teutonic  Order.  The  city  was  a mixed  German-Polish 
city  and  under  German  administration  until  the  end  of  World  War  I. 

At  that  time  it  was  deeded  to  Poland  as  reparation  as  decreed  by  the 
Treaty  of  Versaille.  The  name  was  changed  from  Konitz  to  Chojnice, 
the  Polish  name,  and  it  will  be  found  on  modern  maps  under  the  latter 
name  at  Lat.  53"^2N  and  Long.  17*32E. 

The  "notgeld"  or  emergency  coins  or  tokens  of  Konitz  were  struck  in 
1919,  though  they  are  UN-dated.  Both  coins  or  tokens  from  Knoitz  were 
struck  by  the  minting  firm  of  L.  Christian  Lauer  of  Numberg. 

The  fact  that  the  two  were  UN-dated 
is  not  UNusual,  but  these  two  pieces 
are  the  only  coins  or  tokens  in  the 
entile  municipally  issued  category  of 
"notgeld"  coins  or  tokens  to  be  UN- 
valued,  that  is  to  say,  they  carried 
no  denomination  on  them. 

The  Germans  refer  to  such  pieces  as 
"Wertmarke".  This  lack  of  stated  value  then  is  the  UNusual  aspect  of 
these  two  pieces. 

The  coins  or  tokens  or  wertmarke  came  in  two  sizes  and  in  two  shapes. 
Both  were  struck  on  iron  planchets. 

Pictured  above  is  the  square  (with  rounded  comers)  piece,  19.0mm  by 
19.0mm  and  with  a mintage  of  90,675.  This  piece  is  listed  as  Konitz 
2-2  in  the  Emergency  Coins  of  Germany  catalog  and  as  No.  245* bl  in 
the  1973  revised  Funck  catalog,  Die  Notmuenzen.  The  latter  catalog 
prices  the  piece  at  20  Mark  or  $6-50  in  XF  or  AU  condition. 

Also  issued  was  an  octagonal  piece  with  equi-size  edges,  20.8mm  by 
20.8mm  between  opposite  sides,  and  with  a mintage  of  12,000.  This 
piece  is  listed  as  Konitz  2-1  in  the  ECG  catalog  and  as  No.  256. 1 in 
Funck 1 s.  It  is  priced  at  75  Mark  or  $25*00  in  XF  or  AU  by  the  latter 
catalog. 

Both  coins  or  tokens  had  purchasing  power,  even  though  they  were  UN- 
valued.  The  square  piece  was  as  a 10  Pfennig  coin,  the  octagonal 
piece  as  a 50  Pfennig. 
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These  two  coins  or  tokens  are  a pleasant  addition  to  any  collection 
and  though  they  are  reasonably  priced,  they  are  still  quite  hard  to 
come  by  as  most  pieces  not  turned  in  upon  recall  in  1920  and  destroy- 
ed, are  in  the  possession  of  collectors  and  dealers  behind  the  Iron 
Curtain.  There  are  known  pieces  in  US  collection  and  we've  seen  a 
dealer  or  two  who  has  had  one,  but  not  both,  in  his  stock  at  times. 

The  point  being  made  is  that  availability  is  one  thing,  mintage 
another,  recalls  and  destruction  still  another  when  it  comes  to  not- 
geld  or  emergency  coins  such  as  these. 

In  any  event,  if  a collector  has  a chance  at  a piece  such  as  these 
or  at  numbers  of  lesser  notgeld  pieces,  get  the  Konitz,  other  East 
and  West  Prussian  pieces  first.  Also,  those  "notgeld"  coins  or  tokens 
issued  in  cities  formerly  controlled  by  Germany,  but  now  in  other 
parts  of  Poland,  France  and  Denmark  are  key  pieces. 

Keep  the  two  "notgeld"  coins  or  tokens  of  Konitz  in  mind  with  regard 
to  the  above  collecting  tips.  Now  start  hunting and  Good  Luck. 


IDENTIFICATION,  Please? 

(Ed. : The  February,  1974  issue  of  the  NI  Bulletin  (page  5 6)  carried 

a plea  for  assistance  in  identification  of  two  coins  though  to  be 
Chinese.  Below  is  a reply  received  from  NI  member  Patrick  D.  Hogan. ) 

The  first  charm  is  a common  charm  often  seen.  The  legend  is  Ch1 ien 
Lung  T'ung  Pao,  which  is  the  reign  title  of  the  4th  Ch'ing  ruler, 
1736-96.  The charm  is  by  no  means  that  old,  for  it  is  struck. 

Chinese  reign  titles  often  express  the  new  Emperor's  desire  to  accomp- 
lish something  during  his  reign;  the  title  will  always  be  one  of  a 
good  omen.  Ch ' ien  Lung  is  the  "Heavenly  Dragon".  As  a charm,  well, 
it  is  simply  a good  luck  omen.  This  particular  charm  carried  with  it 
another  good-luck  symbol,  the  pa-kua,  or  the  trigram  series.  This 
is  the  progression  of  bars  and  halved-bars.  It  expresses  the  Yin 
and  the  Yang,  the  changing  of  the  seasons  which  revert  again  from 
Winter  to  Summer  to  Winter,  etc.  The  four  trigrams  are  on  the  obverse. 
The  reverse  has  the  dragon,  or  lung,  partially  hidden  by  the  sea,  as 
is  customary,  with  the  pearl  of  spirituality,  or  chu,  before  it.  I 
am  at  a loss  to  explain  why  this  charm  has  a triangular  center  hole 
unless  it  is  so  that  the  people  will  not  mistake  it  for  a coin. 

Charm  number  2 is  inscribed  with  rather  crude  characters  Fu  Shuo  Hao 
Yu  which  means  "Happiness  and  Longevity  and  Good  Friendship". 

These  charms  are  probably  "wedding"  money.  It  is  traditional  in  East 
Asia  to  give  out  charms  of  this  nature  on  happy  occasions  such  as 
weddings,  births,  graduation,  advancements,  house-completions,  etc.

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1940  Emergency 
Money  of  France

The  12th  of. June,  1940,  General  Weygard,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
Allied  Armies  advised  the  French  Government  against  further  resistance 
to  the  German  forces. 

So,  the  collapse  of  France  was  sudden  and  disastrous!  The  people  were 
stunned.  And  immediately  it  affected  the  money  of  France.  Coins  were 
hoarded,  the  faith  of  the  people  in  the  Bank  of  France  notes  faded, 
commerce  almost  came  to  a standstill. 

Since  money,  particularly  currency,  was  needed  to  conduct  daily  busi- 
ness, many  communities  and  Chambers  of  Commerce  issued  emergency  notes 
of  50  centimes  to  1000  francs  to  alleviate  the  money  shortage. 

^bl  of  the  issues  were  of  a short  life.  By  the  time  of  the  liberation 
in  1944,  all  issues  had  disappeared.  A few  have  survived  through  the 
efforts  and  interests  of  collectors,  but  all  are  scarce  or  rare. 

Bom  of  war  and  of  humiliating  defeat,  the  "necessity  issues"  carried 
the  French  people  through  the  first  terrible  years  of  Occupation. 
Truly,  this  was  money  of  necessity,  money  issued  under  emergency  cir- 
cumstances. 

The  following  issues  are  known  to  have  been  issued.  All  are  printed 
on  paper.  This  writer  would  welcome  knowledge  of  additions  to  this 
list.

ON  THE  LIGHTER  SIDE  OF  PORCELAIN  COINS 

Because  much  that  is  written  about  German  coinage,  especially  their 
emergency  or  notgeld  issues,  contains  a very  serious  side  due  to  the 
emergency  or  crisis  involved,  it  was  desired  that  readers  should  be 
made  aware  of  the  lighter  side  as  well.  And  such  a lighter  side  did 
in  fact  exist. 

The  following  little  tale  pertains  to  porcelain  coinage,  which,  be- 
cause of  its  time  of  issuance  and  use  and  by  whom  it  was  used,  is 
related  to  and  part  of  the  German  emergency  money  arena,  a part  of 
the  so-called  "notgeld"  era  of  1914-1923- 

During  this  infamous  era  in  Germany,  when  many  types  of  coinage  and 
currency  came  to  be,  the  Germans,  in  their  continuing  search  for  coin 
substitutes,  tried  porcelain. 

We  have  heard  for  many  years  of  the  famous  "Dresden"  china.  It  is  a 
little  known  fact  that  there  was,  in  reality,  no  Dresden  china  at  all. 
It  was  in  fact  "Meissen"  porcelain.  It  was  the  white  biscuit  fired 
porcelain  of  the  State  Porcelain  Factory  at  Meissen,  Germany  that  pro- 
duced what  we  Americans  call  "Dresden"  china.  We  call  it  so  because 
of  its  origin  in  China  and  because,  as  history  records,  the  control 
of  that  part  of  Germany  we  know  as  Saxony  was  the  the  city  of  Dresden, 
some  13  miles  from  where  the  actual  porcelain  or  "china"  products  were 
actually  made. 

After  years  of  making  vases,  bowls,  creamers,  plates  and  objects  of 
art,  and  when  called  upon  by  the  Reich  and  other  governmental  bodies, 
the  craftsmen  at  Meissen  did  develop  and  produce  coins  and  medals  of 
high  quality  porcelain,  both  in  biscuit  and  the  more  familiar  brownish- 
red  Boettger. 

Many  ideas  were  studied,  but  only  a few  coins  were  actually  produced 
in  Germany  during  the  1920-1921  period.  Most  of  these  became  no  more 
than  trial  pieces  as  most  were  hand -made.  However,  through  the  efforts 
of  Meissen,  and  a few  private  porcelain  factories,  some  coins  of  por- 
celain and  clay  did  find  their  way  into  general  circulation,  some  were 
actually  used. 

As  the  story  here  goes,  it  seems  one  day  that  a German  mother  sent  her 
son  to  the  market  for  a loaf  of  bread  and  also  told  him  he  could  buy 
some  sweets  as  well. 

Later  on,  as  he  was  coming  home  from  work,  the  boy's  father  saw  the 
lad  sitting  on  the  curb  crying.  As  he  asked  his  son  why  he  was  crying 
and  of  what  had  happened,  the  story  began  to  unfold. 

The  lad  had  gone  toward  the  store,  and  running  at  that,  in  his  hurry 
he  had  fallen.  Now  it  wasn't  that  he  had  hurt  himself  upon  the  cobble- 
stones, but  he  had,  in  his  fall,  dropped  the  porcelain  money  his 
mother  had  given  him.  She  had  given  him  a one  Mark  piece,  a common 
denomination  in  porcelain.  And  being  fragile  as  it  is,  the  porcelain 
Mark  was  broken  in  many  pieces. 

This  little  tale  thus  tells  us  two  things.  Don't  give  porcelain  coins 
to  little  boys  and,  because  of  what  happened  to  the  boy,  those 
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promoting  their  use  soon  lost  out  and  porcelain  coinage  became  porce- 
lain medals  for  collecting  and  for  collectors. 

Porcelain  medals  have  survived,  but  not  the  coins  once  tried. 


RUSSIAN  POW  CAMPS  OF  WORLD  WAR  I ISSUING  CAMP  TOKENS 

The  following  Russian  POW  camps,  between  the  years  of  1916  and  1920, 
issued  a form  of  emergency  money,  similar  to  the  German  POW  issues, 
but  used  in  the  camps  where  the  Russians  interned  German  prisoners. 

The  issues  were  coined  tokens,  used  within  the  camp,  though  a few 
did  find  their  way  into  circulation  outside  the  camps. 

Achinsk  (Kransoyarsk),  Bamual  (Altai),  Batareinaya  (Chita), 

Biisk  (Tomsk),  Berezovka  (Chita),  Kansk  (Kransnoyarsk),  Kras- 
noyarsk (Kransnoyarska),  Nickolsk-Ussuriisk  (Maritime  Territories), 
Petropavlovsk  (Akolinsk),  Pes-chanka  (Chita),  Skovelev  (Forgana), 
Spassko  (Maritime  Territories), . Spretensk  (Chita),  Tomsk  (Tomsk), 
and  Zatrathryi  Gorddek  (Irkutsk). 


JOHN  K.  GRAVES,  NI  No.  209 


JOHN  K.  GRAVES,  Hillsboro,  New  Hampshire  died  March  31st,  197^-  at  the 
Concord  Hospital,  Concord,  N.  H.  after  a long  illness. 

John  became  a member  of  NI  in  early  1968  and  was  a strong  supporter 
of  the  organization  throughout  his  years  on  the  membership  rolls.  He 
was  an  early  supporter  of  the  NI  Bulletin,  having  contributed  many 
research  type  articles  over  the  years.  He  was  a fine  man  and  a devoted 
numismatist,  always  glad  to  help  another  in  his  research  work,  and 
a friend  to  all  who  knew  him.  His  loss  to  the  numismatic  fraternity 
will  be  felt  by  numismatists  all  over  the  world  who  had  the  pleasure 
of  knowing  and  working  on  research  with  John  Graves.  During  the  past 
several  months  John  donated  a sizeable  amount  of  his  numismatic 
library  to  the  NI  Library.  These  books  will  serve  as  a living  memorial 
to  present  and  future  NI  members  who  will  have  the  pleasure  of  using 
them  for  their  own  research  projects. 

In  addition  to  being  a stalwart  for  NI,  he  was  a member  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association,  Society  of  International  Numismatics  and  many 
other  numismatic  organizations.  He  was  a contributor  to  publications 
such  as  World  Coins,  and  contributed  information  to  publications  such 
as  Modem  World  Coins  and  Current  Coins  of  the  World,  as  well  as 
Remick's  British  Commonwealth  Coins  and  Mishler  and  Krauses' s Standard 
Catalogue  of  World  Coins.

BOOK  REVIEWS 

"UNIONTIDENS  UDM^NTNINGER",  by  Georg  Galster.  119  pages,  24  x 32 

Again  one  of  the  great  maestros  of  Danish  numismatics  has  done  it l 
(The  above  book  was  published  by  the  Danish  Numismatic  Association  in 
1973*  Of  the  2000  copies  which  were  printed  only  about  half  of  them 
remain  on  hand) . 

Galster  expertly  maneuvers  among  the  coinage  of  the  Union,  1397-1540 
(Denmark  and  Norway,  as  opposed  to  Sweden  1363-1521).  Together  with 
Holde  Hede's  work  ( "Danmarks  M^nter  154l-l8l4-1963")  we  now  have  at 
our  disposition  a complete  documentation  of  the  coinage  of  Denmark. 
Schou's  work  still  remains  a masterpiece  but  it  cannot  be  acquired 
except  at  extremely  high  prices. 

For  those  who  lack  a good  knowledge  of  Danish,  Miss  Marion  Archibald 
of  the  British  Museum  has  written  an  excellent  summary  in  English. 
Although  most  of  the  known  types  are  well  illustrated  in  the  text, 
and  they  also  include  those  of  the  Duchies,  the  work  has  one  great 
fault  as  far  as  advanced  students  of  Danish  numismatics  are  concerned  - 
there  are  no  references  to  Schou's  work  ( "Beskrivelse  af  danske  og 
norske  M^nter  l448-l8l4  og  danske  M^nter  1815-1923"). 

Readers  interested  in  acquiring  the  above  can  make  their  wish  known 
to  NI.  The  normal  retail  price  in  Denmark  is  Dkr  120.  - or  about 
$l8.00  US.  (i  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Danish  Numismatic  Associa- 
tion may  be  willing  to  sell  several  copies  to  NI  at  about  the  same 
price  their  members  paid  (Dkr  80.-).

SHORT  REVIEWS  OF  PUBLICATIONS  OF  OLDER  DATE: 

During  my  search  for  the  books  which  I need  I have  been  able  to  find 
a number  of  older  vintage  and  at  original  prices.  Among  them  "La 
Banque  en  France"  by  Dr.  E.  Kaufmann.  Paris,  1914.  Translated  from 
the  German  language  to  French  by  A.  S.  Sacker. 

This  500  page  work  is  really  a scientific  treatise  of  the  development 
of  modem  banking  in  France.  Of  great  importance  are  numerous  pieces 
of  information  relating  to  the  issue  of  paper  money  by  various  banks 
in  France,  both  French  and  foreign,  as  well  as  the  French  banks  over- 
seas, especially  in  Latin  America.  It  is  listed  by  Clain-Stefanelli 
as  number  3818* 


"Les  Banques  d 'emission.  Etude  historique  et  de  legislation  comparee". 
Bruxelles,  1908.  55^  pages,  plus  l6  tables. 

This  is  another  important  book,  though  wider  in  scope  than  the  above. 
The  historical  information  contained  certainly  helps  to  throw  great 
light  upon  the  development  of  banking,  not  only  in  Europe  but  also 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic. 


"Les  Faus-Monnayeurs  sous  la  Revolution  Francaise"  by  Jean  Bouchary. 
Paris,  1946.  150  pages,  plus  Bibliography. 

This  is  an  interesting  study  of  the  difficulties  encountered  under 
the  Revolution  due  to  the  large  numbers  of  counterfeiters  of  Assignats 
Few  other  authors  could  have  done  a better  job  than  Bouchary  who,  by 
the  way,  has  a number  of  great  books  to  his  credit.  Among  them  can 
be  mentioned:  "Le  Marche  des  Change  de  Paris  a la  fin  du  xviii  e 

siecle  ( 1778-1800) " ; "Les  manieurs  d'argent  a Paris  a la  fin  du  xviii 
e siecle";  "Une  Famille  d 'agents  de  change  sous  l'Ancien  Regime,  La 
Revolution,  le  Consulat,  L 'Empire  et  la  Restauration:  Les  Boscary"; 

"Les  Compagnies  financieres  a Paris  a la  fin  du  xviii  e siecle",  etc. 


"Heiliges  Geld.  Eine  historische  Untersuchung  uber  den  sakkralen 
Ursprung  des  Geldes"  by  Bernhard  Laum.  Tubingen,  1924-. 

Though  written  by  an  Anthropologist  for  Anthropologists,  this  work  is 
important  for  the  understanding  of  origin  and  importance  of  "religious" 
coinage.  Clain-Stefanelli  lists  it  as  number  4-40.

"NEWER"  BOOKS  FROM  MY  LIBRARY: 

"Documentos  sobre  la  Fundacion  de  la  Casa  de  Moneda  en  Santa  Fe  de 
Bogota"  by  Juan  Friede.  28l  pages  with  many  facsimiles  of  documents. 
Bogota,  1966. 

The  Bogota  mint  is  still  today  one  of  the  oldest  in  America.  No  better 
person  but  the  historian  Juan  Friede  could  have  done  such  a good  job. 
The  difficulties  surrounding  the  lack  of  currency  in  the  colony ; the 
bureaucratic  slowness  of  the  Viceroyal  administration  are  so  vividly 
described  that  the  book  is  just  as  exciting  as  "The  Oddessy"  was  to 
me  in  my  youth. 


"Historia  de  la  Casa  de  Moneda"  (en  Santa  Fe  de  Bogota)  by  A.  M. 
Barriga  Villalba.  Bogota,  1969.  3 Vols.  370>  329>  572  pages. 

This  is  a natural  follow-up  to  the  work  of  Juan  Friede.  This  time 
the  job  has  been  tackled  by  one  of  his  able  colleagues  and  an  ardent 
chronicler  of  the  past  of  Colombia.  With  numerous  illustration  this 
work  would  one  day  be  among  the  masterpieces  of  Colombia  Numismatics. 
All  what  one  needs  to  know  is  there,  the  mintage,  the  weights,  the 
characteristics,  etc. 


"Amonedacion  de  Cordoba"  by  Ferrari  and  Pardo.  Beunos  Aires,  1951* 

This  work  is  the  most  authorative  on  the  subject.  Its  429  pages  are 
a mine  of  information  containing  known  data  and  numerous  illustrations. 
Since  it's  publication  a certain  amount  of  new  data  has  been  brought 
out  - - a new  edition  at  some  time  would  be  welcomed.
